No. 8-SB-PT1/58.— The President hereby directs that with 
effect on and from the 1st April, J 958, the following further 
amendments shall be made in the Post Office Savings Bank 
Rules, 1881, namely 

I. In the said rules for rule 28-A (inserted by Notification 
No. 3638-C3/PT/56, dated the 4th July, 1956) (he following 
rule shall be substituted, namely 

^28- A (1) The facility of withdrawals by cheques may be 
made available at any departmental Head or Sub-Post Office 
by the Director General subject to the following conditions; — 

(a) The applicant shall be Introduced to the satisfaction of 
the Post Office. 

(b) Withdrawals by cheques shall not be permitted in res- 
pect of the following categories of accounts 

(i) Minors’ account; 

(ii) Female depositors’ account operated through agents; 

(ili) Lunatics' accounts; 

(iv) Accounts of firms and companies; 

(v) Public account; 

(vi) Regimental, Police and Qtlier Conjoint accounts 
except those opened by private firms and companies 
vide Rule 44(h); 

(vii) Security deposit accounts; 

(viii) School Employees' Provident Fund account; 

(ix) Miscellaneous accounts opened under Rule 45-B. 

(c) The Post Office reserves to itself the right to allow or 
revoke the facility for any reason whatsoever. 

(2) In addition to the conditions applicable to withdrawal 
prescribed in these Rules, the withdrawal by cheque shall be 
governed by the following further conditions 

(a) No withdrawal shall reduce the balance at credit of the 
depositor's account below Rs. 250/- (Rupees two hundred and 
fifty) unless the withdrawal is for the purpose of closing the 
account. 

(b) No cheque shall be drawn for a sum less than Rs. 5/- 

(Rupees five); 


(c) The depositor should be literate and be able to sign in 
running hand; 

(d) Ledger balance shall be conclusive evidence of the 
balance to the credit of the depositor. 

(e) If a withdrawal by cheque would infringe any of the 
conditions mentioned in these rules, the Post Office will be 
entitled to refuse payment of the cheque buL if the cheque is 
paid interest will not be allowed on the depositor’s account 
tor the month; 

(f) If a depositor desires to stop payment of a cheque, he 
must make a request in writing under hi® own signature. 
The request will be registered but the Post Office will not 
accept any liability whatsoever for failure to comply with 
such a request. 

II. in note 1 below Rule 15, the following clause shall 
be added at the end, namely :— 

" (d) Withdrawal by cheque,” 

III, the following shall be added as an Exception below 
Rule 21, namely:— 

" Exception Pas® Book may not be presented at the time 
of each transaction in the case of accounts operated upon by 
cheque. The depositor may, however, have it written up at 
hi® convenience,”
